currently most violations in Marion are at the maximum 
limit of $15, with two exceptions: 

• For a handicapped parking violation, the fine is 
currently $100, but under new state legislation the fine is 
now "not less than $100 nor more than $300" per infrac- 
tion. 

• The fine for parking within 10 feet of a fire 
hydrant is currently at $20, but Massachusetts General 
Laws allow for fines "not more than $100." 

Selectman Winters noted that in the case of 
handicapped parking violations, he feels the fine should 
be increased. "It is a serious offense in my eyes ... I would 
be in favor of something higher," he said. 

Selectman Bryant, who serves as the Parking 
Clerk, said he would review Chief Miller's suggestions 
and meet with him to discuss possible changes in the 
town's parking fee structure. 

At 7:05 pm the board resumed a Tax Classification 
Hearing from last week with the members of the Board of 
Assessors to discuss the option of retaining a single tax 
rate for both residential and commercial property in town. 
Assessor George T.J. Walker said with the tax rate headed 
towards a 14 percent increase, the average Marion tax- 
payer could see a hike of some $400 on their tax bill. As 
such, Mr. Walker suggested considering splitting the tax 
rate into a different rate for each to lessen the burden on 
residential taxpayers. "We've got better than 90 percent of 
parcels in Marion which are residential," Mr. Walker said. 
"There are about 6 percent commercial and 2 percent 
industrial. With an anticipated tax rate of $13.22 per 
$1,000 ... that would be an estimated tax bill of $3,966 for 
the average mean Marion home valued at $302,472." 

With the proposed split tax rate, it would shave 
about 5 percent off the residential bill, or about an $18 
reduction. Commercial taxpayers would see an increase of 
about $201.56. "We haven't voted on a recommendation

(yet), but we're concerned about how a $400 tax bill will 
affect those on a fixed income and young families," Mr. 
Walker said. 

"For every $1 (we) save on the split rate, busi- 
nesses will have to pay over 10 times as much," said 
Selectman Winters. "For me to save $18, (a business) 
would have to pick up a $275 increase." 

"I, personally, cannot support a split tax rate in 
this town," Chairman Dickerson said. "We have such a 
limited business base, why are they getting the shaft?" 

"I think it's commendable that you brought this 
(suggestion) to us," Selectman Bryant added. "But I think 
as much as we can we should be sharing the tax burden. I 
think it's equitable to tax everyone at the same rate."

With that, the board unanimously voted to retain 
a single tax rate for both residential and commercial 
property owners, thereby adopting a tax factor of "1." 

Mr. Walker suggested that in the future the town 
might have to seriously consider going with a dual tax 
rate for residential and commercial classes. He also noted 
that an "occupancy tax" might be worth consideration. 
"We have people who come into town who use the beach 
and use our facilities and don't pay any tax," he said. 

At 7:20 pm the board met with members of the 
Planning Board and Planning Board candidate John Beck 
to interview him for a vacancy on the board which needs 
to be filled until the April, 2002 election. Mr. Beck intro- 
duced himself to the two boards and noted he has lived in 
Marion for about ten years and he hopes to bring a 
"reasoned approach" to planning for the Town of Marion. 

"I'm interested in the process," he said. "I don't 
really know a lot about the (zoning) rules and regulations, 
but I'm willing to learn. I'm aware of what the Planning 
Board has been tyring to do and I support (the town's) 
plans for open space." 

At 7:35 pm the board met with Planning Board 
candidate John Rockwell, a longtime Marion resident and 
activist in town government. Mr. Rockwell has lived in 
town since 1978 and is often concerned with environmen- 
tal and open space issues. "Everything is connected, one 
thing leads to another," Mr. Rockwell said of his interest 
in the Planning Board position. "I see the Planning Board 
as a collaborative group ... (and) I'm willing to do my 
share."

expressed his intentions to step down as Fire Chief and 
leave the Marion Fire Department after some 50 years of 
service to the town. He wants to spend more time with his 
family and he has agreed to stay on until a replacement is 
found. "He came in as Fire Chief during a difficult time in 
the department, when we were changing from a Board of 
Fire Engineers," Chairman Dickerson said.

"We have town insurance for any town-spon- 
sored event," Mr. Huntoon said. "What we don't have is 
sports participation which requires additional coverage. If 
someone is injured during a sporting event and it's not 
due to negligence on the town's part, it is not covered." 

According to Selectman Ryan, the town's Little 
League is required to carry additional liability insurance, 
and she was concerned that if someone were to get hurt 
during a sporting activity at the school, which is town 
property, the town would be liable. "The thing the School 
Committee is adamant about is they will not allow use of 
the school without additional liability insurance cover- 
age," she said. "What they will (offer) is the lower (fee) 
rate. That's what they're willing to negotiate. Even when 
students are participating in sporting events, they are 
required to have health insurance." 

Mr. Church explained that in his case the regional 
area basketball league has been using the school for years. 
"This has been run (there) before," he said. "We're hoping 
you could work something out." 

"The way the School Committee has (adopted the 
policy), I can't have (volleyball) for tri-town (students)," 
Mr. Parker said. "I can tailor my program so that it falls 
under the Junior Olympics which offers a blanket liability 
policy for any event, regardless of where it's played." 

"We've got to decide whether or not this is a 
town-sponsored activity," Chairman Cutler said. "I'm 
inclined to say 'yes,' but we've got to make sure all the 
insurance is in place." 

"I'm not opposed to the kids playing basketball, 
(but) I don't want to start setting a precedent, either," 
Selectman Ryan said. "I just want to get it right the first 
time." 

Selectman Parker felt that both Mr. Church and 
Mr. Parker have been sponsoring sporting events for kids 
in Rochester and neighboring towns for years and they

To the Editor: 

The Regatta complex is scheduled for two more 
meetings: on November 27 at 7:30 pm before the town Conserva- 
tion Commission (ConCom) and on November 28 at 7:00 pm 
before the Zoning Board of Appeals (ZBA) at the Old 
Hammondtown School. An interesting finding surfaced at a 
recent meeting — that the area in question for construction is the 
habitat of a grey fox and should be protected. The engineer, who 
brought this out, said: "It is the law." He has photos of the 
animal in its habitat and this is very relevant to the issue. Can it 
be a matter of protest if the habitat is disturbed? Could be. 

Meanwhile, a petition seeking to strip powers away 
from state boards regarding the Chapter 40B comprehensive 
permit circulated around town. Did the local Board of Selectmen 
initiate this petition? Are you kidding? It was devised by Peter 
Confrey Selectman for the Town of Mendon, MA, to stop such 
projects in his town. Everyone already knows Paul Lambalot's 
connection with the proposed development. He works for the 
company, Suffolk Construction, that would build it and is an 
uncle to James Lanagan, listed as one of the developers. Barry 
Denham makes no statements and Ray Andrews, at a recent 
meeting, said it was hoped the town could get a new ladder 
truck from the developer and added that the project should be 
restricted to two stories. However, no objection was noted.

After all, he is the principle mouthpiece for the development 
team, therefore should take all of the blows if they are needed.

To the Editor: 

The area south of Route 6 from Linhares Avenue to 
Barstow Street (in Mattapoisett) has been inundated with 
stormwater runoff ever since the Police Station and funeral 
home were built. The Town Beach Brook watershed area ... 
drains into the Town Beach Brook which, in turn, flows into 
Mattapoisett Harbor. 

In June of 1998, the Mattapoisett Board of Health had 
a student conducted by Earth Tech to determine the capacity of 
the Town Beach Brook. This study looked at the Town Beach 
Brook from Route 6 southerly to the Town Beach. The drainage 
calculations used are standard in the industry and are as 
follows: (1) a two-year storm event is equal to 3.5 inches of rain 
in 24 hours; (2) a 10-year storm event is equal to 4.8 inches of 
rain in 24 hours; and (3) a 100-year storm event is equal to 7.1 
inches of rain in 24 hours. These storm events are the amount 
of precipitation which is likely to fall in a 24-hour period with 
a statistical 1 percent chance of occurring in any year, and not 
referred to as an average of once every two, 10 or 100 years. 

Starting at the Town Beach, the culvert is able to allow 
a two-year storm event, Captains Lane culvert a two-year 
storm event, with Church Street and Route 6 culverts allow 
two- and 10-year storm events. This produces a domino effect 
with the runoff backing up from the Town Beach to Route 6 
and beyond, as we have seen happen on April 30, 2001, which 
was equivalent to a 10-year storm event. That storm and others 
throughout the years washed the Town Beach into 
Mattapoisett Harbor. Pray tell what will happen with a 
building that takes up 3.3 acres on a five acre site, with other 
impervious areas such as driveways, another parking area, 
access road around the building, and more displaced water

with underground parking. This runoff is supposed to be 
handled by three very small detention ponds and a recharge 
area to handle this polluted runoff. What about the 100-year 
event? 

On November 14, 2001, the (Mattapoisett) Board of 
Water and Sewer Commissioners met with Mr. Lanagan to 
discuss the fees for connecting to the sewer. Though no concrete 
figure was decided on, it was felt that in exchange for tying in, 
Mr. Lanagan could correct the Brook to allow it to take more 
water from Church Street to the Town Beach, with some of the 
money. This is because the Water /Sewer Department would like 
to build a building west of the Police Station. It sounds like a 
good idea until you think about it. What happens to the folks at 
Pepperbush Lane? The Fuermans, Hunts, Cookes, and other 
houses paid out of their pockets to have their homes tied into 
sewerage, when the Town overlooked this section of homes 
some 20 years ago. Maybe the Town could reimburse them for 
this dreadful oversight? If the Brook is going to be repaired, then 
this repair should start on the north side of Route 6 and continue 
to the Town Beach. If Mr. Lanagan is going to pay (one way or 
another, he has to), then people as committed to the environ- 
ment as the people on Pepperbush Lane cannot be overlooked. 
These people who thought enough of their town to avoid 
polluting the beach and harbor should not have to put up with

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Harry Potter and the Sorcerer's Stone. Starring Daniel Radclif f e 
and Robbie Coltrane.

I came to Harry Potter and the Sorcerer's Stone, the movie 
version of the first of seven books in J.K. Rowling's intensely 
popular series, as a non-fan — or, rather, someone who hasn't 
read any of the books, a neutral party. I was curious: Would the 
movie win me over, or was it simply a valentine to Harry Potter 
enthusiasts? I can report that the film has a definite girth problem 
— at two hours and thirty- two minutes, it stays up at least half an 
hour past its bedtime — but for the most part, this is a smooth and 
confident beginning to what we can all hope will be a first-rate all- 
ages adventure septet — another challenge to King George and 
his Jedi knights. 

One hears from Harry Potter fans (who make themselves 
heard quite often, to the benefit of newbies like me) that this 
longish movie leaves out too much, or rushes things; perhaps only 
a four-part BBC adaptation could have imported all of Rowling's 
maiden voyage to Hogswarts and still maintained a steady pulse. 
And, yes, the last act does skitter along at a breathless, one-damn- 
thing-after-another pace. But if you go into the action without 
having committed the text to memory, you won't be lost: This is 
the simplest of stories, the one about the boy who discovers his 
destiny as a Force for Good against the Minions of Evil, and who 
must find the Valuable Powerful Thing before the M's of E get 
their claws on it. 

Amiably enough embodied by Daniel Radcliffe, Harry is the 
classic Joseph Campbell archetype of the Hero born with greatness 
in him, parentless and humble, feeling unready to do battle with 
wickedness but doing it just the same. The movie follows him 
from his wretched life with his hateful aunt and uncle (Fiona 
Shaw and Richard Griffiths, two of many esteemed British lights 
having fun playing it to the rafters) to his triumph — if not final 
victory, according to the later books, so I gather — against Sauron, 
uh, I mean Vader, um, I mean Voldemort. Fully the first hour and 
a half is a leisurely tour of Hogswarts, the boarding school where 
promising youths like Harry learn to harness their magical powers; 



I could' ve watched a whole movie about that, and I suppose the 
slight letdown of action — cookie-cutter thrills and spills — is 
where some viewers may find disappointment. 

It's easily overlooked. The odd details and rituals of a young 
sorcerer's life is compelling enough, what with high-voltage 
divertissements like Quidditch and even higher-voltage stars like 
Richard Harris, Maggie Smith, Robbie Coltrane (who makes 
Hagrid, Harry's protector, the most perfect kindly-uncle slab of 
beef imaginable for such a fable), and the incomparable Alan 
Rickman, who plays the withering Professor Snape (an ideal 
name for a Rickman character) with such silky, insinuating 
menace he hardly even has to move. Rickman isn't around as 
often as I would' ve liked, but even if the movie were otherwise 
tripe, he alone would make it well worth the better part of an 
afternoon. 

Director Chris Columbus and screenwriter Steve Kloves 
have delivered a high-class piece of inspirational kiddie pulp; it's 
up to the book's readers to determine how well the pair have 
transcribed Rowling. Ornamented by burnished photography by 
John Seale that manages to look both red-blooded and British, 
and by one of John Williams' less intrusive scores, this is certainly 
one of the least insulting all-ages entertainments in recent years 
(though in terms of visual jazz, derring-do, and rocketing plot, 
last March's Spy Kids may still have the lead). If nothing else, the 
film serves as a terrific commercial for Rowling's books, for the 
few of us who still haven't dipped into them. I intend to crack 
open my copy of Harry Potter and the Philosopher's Stone (yes, the 
original British version) and move on to the others — as soon as 
I've re-read my copy of The Fellowship of the Ring, of course.

mandate to be approved by the state legislature. A war- 
rant article will be drawn up and proposed to the Town 
Meeting in April. 

In 1969, state legislation established a goal that at 
least 10 percent of the housing units in every Massachu- 
setts town or city must be "affordable." The Department 
of Housing and Community Development (DHCD) has 
established specific guidelines. In our part of the state an 
affordable single-family house is defined as one that has a 
market value of around $200,000 in 2001. And, it must be 
occupied by a household whose total income is something 
around $42,000 in 2001 (that is 80 percent of our area 
median household income). 

These housing units must be subsidized by some 
form of state or federal or local subsidy in order to qualify 
as "affordable." 

It must be noted, however, that only 25 of the 
state's 351 towns and cities have achieved the 
Commonwealth's goal of 10 percent of affordable hous- 
ing.

Right now, of approximately 2,100 year-round 
residences, Marion has only a total of 31 receiving a 
subsidy and thus qualify as "affordable" based on DHCD 
guidelines. Marion appears to be nonconforming on the 
record. However, based on an extensive analysis of our 
property values and assessments, over 20 percent of 
existing homes in Marion, based on their market value, 
will likely qualify as affordable under DHCD guidelines. 
But because they are not subsidized and because they do 
not have market and pricing restrictions in the deed, they 
cannot be counted as affordable. 

The proposed concept to resolve the issue by 
means of a Home Rule Petition: 

• Marion would offer a subsidy in the form of 
property tax exemptions to certain homes with qualifying 
market values which are occupied by persons with 
household income of 80 percent or less of area median

these homes may be in need of maintenance, the town 
may under some circumstances advance financing to 
bring the property to an acceptable condition as required 
by DHCD guidelines. 

Based on preliminary estimates by the Marion 
Finance Committee and Housing Committee, the cost to 
the town will be similar to the cost of the land bank and 
will be more than offset by savings in growth-related 
spending (schools, infrastructure, sewers, services, etc). 

Owners of homes that may qualify will shortly 
receive a letter from the Marion Board of Selectmen 
asking their participation in a short survey administered 
by the UMass Dartmouth Center for Policy Analysis. The 
survey is designed to measure residents' willingness to 
participate in the Marion housing program. The purpose 
of this survey is to put together a program acceptable to 
the homeowners that will enable Marion to meet the state 
requirement that 10 percent of its housing stock be 
affordable. Surveys will be mailed out by November 21.
